We cojiy fi oni au Eu<^- 
lisb paper tho depositiou itself of iho 
hero of the storj'. He aays: 

My namo is Auslin Gray. I am an 
I'jiiglia!! uan, and the smi of a elergy- 
iiian. 'i.'wo year.-; 'igo I met and loved 
Miss i'T Jiii Locke, tho yoniig and 
beautii'i.l iluLighti.-r of an Indian ofli- 
fior. 1 becuiiK! engaged to her, in.d 
v. e wefe to have been' married short- 
ly, when her mother died, and her 
lathor wrote for his cliiKl to come to 
liini in Iinlia. 

In her dusnlation and sorrow, she 
could not eiuluro the thought of the 
long voyage, uuaccouipauiod, and I 
decided fco be her compauion, hoping 
that her father ■would give hin consent 
to im immediate union ou our ar- 
lival. 

"Wc sailed on tho 15th of , and 

for the lirst week of oor voyage there 
was aoLhing amiss. . ! 

The eighth day out I nblice.l, for 
the lirst time, that tlio Captain— a 
coarse, but rather handsonu! man — ajD- 
peared very much iiileiest-3d iu my 
betrothed.

1 returned to EnglHnd 
la.si wf^elc. but on trying to fliid Cap- 
tiiii Clark found that ho had d'.s p- 
pe.-ir.'d. 1 iueaii to iind him and pun- 
ish liiin before I returu to India. 

So ends the most remarkable state- 
ment of facts we over heard. The pft-

After four 
hours of suffering", toward 2 iu tho 
morning, ]\I. (Jodard thought he saw 
some! lights, and jipcpavod to descend; 
but the vrdve beiug choked up by the 
saow, could not be opened ! Ho then 
told his companions that they had but 
one chance for their lives, namely to 
cut a hole in the silk, uiul get down at 
all hazard. Tho operrtion was effect- 
ed, and tho "Saturne" descend- 
ed with "Buch great rapidity 
that all four men >vere stun- 
ned by the fallj M. Vinson, who was 
the first to recover,-saw his friends ly- 
ing senseless hy his side, and calling 
tor assistance, was fortunate enough 
to mako himself heai'd by
